Many of them 
arc twice-told talta, but the following is 
new, and a respectiiblo Gorman contem- 
porary vouches for it.s authenticity. A 
few days ago the inhabitants of Aix la 
Ohapelle tirere amused by tho aiyht of an 
Englishman dragging a cock by a atring 
across Olio of the moat frequented squares 
of the town. It appears that the fjentle- 
man had made a bet fur £15 that ho would 
drag a cock by a string from thn Hotel 
Belle Vue to the theatre. Nut withstand- 
ing the violent struggles of the unfortu- 
nate bird tho feat was aooomplished and 
the bet was won, not, however, without 
bringing tho winner into unpleasant con- 
tact with tho polico court for "causing a 
tumult in the streets and obstructing ths 
thoroughfare by collecting a crowd." 
There seems to havo been no charge of 
cruelty to tho unfortunate fuwl. 

Dublin has been brought some twenty 
rain utes nearer London by the result of 
an experiment tried in tho Irish Channel. 
Ship building marvels pass into mediocri- 
ties in the course of a few years. Tho 
four steamers launched tivo und-twenty 
years ago to carry thu mails truiii Kings 
town to Holyhead it was thought might 
have become obiolete. A quarter of a 
century is an enormous age when improve 
ments in machinery ha\ e to bo Considered. 
Tho steam packet company accordingly 
launched a new steamer a tev, days ago ut 
greater lef.gih, greater power and grealur 
tonnage than its predecessors. But the 
old vesgels were too good to be discarded. 
An experiment was made with one of 
them, the Ulster. Sho was refitted and 
re-engined, and starting on her trial trip 
with a alif^htly adverse wind entered 
Kingatowi) harbor three hours and eoven 
minutes after she had left Holyhead. For 
some part of tho voyage tho engines had 
been slowed, so that it may be said that 
under favorable conditions a three hours 
voyage is possible. The regulation time 
is three hours and tliree-iiuarters. 

The Aaniirsiliy Belicieiicy. 

London, Aug. 12.— The more the in- 
vestigation progresses in to the deticieiicy 
in tho admiralty accounts, lir^t brought 
to tho notice of Lord (ieorge Haiiiillon 
shortly after the change of ministry, tho 
more apparent it beoomea that careless 
bookkeeping is not tho only charge tliat 
can be "brought against the admiralty of- 
fice. Peculation is an ugly word to apply 
to government uflicials, but the facta so 
far unearthed jnatify thu eliarge, ano 
cursory iiivostigatKJiis in other directions 
indicate that the admiralty is not the on- 
ly peccant department. it is understood 
that during rececs Lord Salisbury will ap- 
point a committee of experts to examine 
the books of all' the govurninent ollicors, 
and a whole army of deputy heads, cliiol 
clerks and contractors are said to bo 
shaking in their boots as to Ihu curtain 
results of a thorough investigation.

HOW THEY ARE MADE TO OUPI. 
GATE THE ORIGINAU'* 



"Onaerplnuiiii;" of All Shapes and Stsos 
•—Coastruotlon of an Artliioial I«b 
— How the Action Is SAoured 
— A Singular Case. 



[Boston Qlobo.) 
There Is a small room in the rear of re 
Court street store in which works aii old, 
griiy-haired man. Surroun 'iug him on. 
all sides aro legs of many shapes and alzei 
ijonio aro short and stout, with rather too- 
much calf for strictly cla.asical beauty; 
others are long and slim, with a deplor- 
able lack of calf, while others vie in 
shapeliness with tho nether limbs of a. 
Lireeli slave or a \ emis de Milo. The old 
man when visited reconlly was hard at 
work, but consented to give tho writer ii 
few partictilars in regard to his business. 

"iNow that," he said, pointing to a 
shapely leg hanging over the Are, "bo- 
longs to a Newburyport youna lady. " 

"That," continued the old v\iui. "Is 
what's known as a knee-bPSiing leg. 1 
made it for her three vc^ra ago, when siie 
was about 16 yp»n» old. She lost hor lug 
D Jittle l)elov» the knee— so short that she 
coulfln'i wear a socket- bearing leg, ami 
zo she was obliged to havo a knee bearing 
to walk on tho knee. She had gtowu a 
little since, and so was. obliged to 
lengthen it out I cut tho leg in two at 
the calf and put in a piece, (lovetailiiig it 
and fastening it with glue. I've histed 
n child's leg at least four inches before it 
was given up, when its parents wore poor, 
and couldn't all'ord a now ona 

"Now here, " picking up a leg in process 
of couatruc'iou, "legs don't weigh its 
much as you think. Including all 
the Ironwork, that leg wouldn't 
weigh mere than five pomids. I 
have just uiado one for a fnll-growa 
woman that weighed, everthing complete, 
including tlio upper socket, exactly' three 
])ounds. I made it particularly light on 
account of her being sickly. I want to 
show you now where wc got tho diira- 
liilily. The steel ankle-joints arc, you see. 
set in tho wood, and slightly broader at 
the ankle than further up the lug. which 
makes them sorter dovetailed. The bear- 
ing-down strain is borne in part by tliem 
and partly by an endlcs.s and very jiower- 
fiil cord— some make it of silk, but 1 al- 
ways use linen — extending tror-. the heel 
of the foot over a bar in the calf of the 
leg, which is hollow. Tho cord relieves 
principally what is called 'the nosing,' 
where the shin plays into the foot. 

"The ankle-joints are, you see, con- 
nected by a sto3l bolt, which makes the 
leg particularly strong about tho ankle, 
where the most strain comes. Tho too- 
joint is located at the same place as in tho 
natural foot,, and works with a spring 
that brings the toe into place after each 
step. The wood? I use willow alto- 
gether, and have never used any other. I 
have shown you one used where tho log 
has been lost below the knee. 

"Now this, " producing another leg, "Is 
for one lost above the knea It is the 
same in every particular as tho other, 
with the addition of a wooden socket to 
secure the stump. It works at tho knuo 
in a very natural manner ou a simple 
bolt, with a spring extending from tho 
thin piece to the lower part of the top 
socket. This spring throws the foot for- 
ward, in* walking, the minute ' the too 
leaves the floor. 

"You will observe that if the amputa- 
tion is above the knee the leg must be 
held in place by suspenders made on a 
stout welt— part elastic and part non- 
clastic— extending over the . shoulder. If 
with a long stump below the knee, the 
leather socliot, placed above the k..eu, is 
u.su!illy sufficient 

"If, however, there is but a short stump 
below the knee a strap i.s required. Every 
weak point in a leg is specially guarded, 
in some way or other; and when the steel 
and woodwork are complete the leg is 
covered with c alfakin, similar to a drum- 
head. It is put on wet and dries to the 
leg, very closely, adding a great deal to 
its strength. Ihen that is sand-papered 
down to a surface, and the holes in tiie 
calf opened out. They are for ventila- 
tion, but I doubt if they do any good. I 
always put them in, bccau.se a g0(.d many 
are of the notion they ara 'I'hen the leg 
is painted. I use alcoholic paint, in-ulu 
of gum and dry lead. The minute it 
strikes water it Is set, and you can t wash 
it oil with anything except alcohol. 

" I'll show you a leg, " producing a par- 
ticularly lifelike one, tho foot of which 
bore a shoe and stocking, "that has been 
painted seventeen years, and 's, you see, 
in pretty good condition. " 

*• "What do you consider your most 
singular case?" 

"That of a little boy that lives near the 
old reservoir. He was brought to me i ii 
his father's arms when be was 10 or 17 
months old, and had never walked a step. 
I didn't dare - to touch him, he was so 
young and tender, and his father took 
him to Dr. Shaw. The doctor advised 
him to get a limb right oil', so as to pre 
vent hip disease ou the other side. That 
had never occurred to ma Tho doctor's 
opinion took all the responsibility away 
from nio: and so I went to work at once, 
and made a leg for the lioy. He learned 
to walk with it, and walks and runs with 
it now so well that you'd hardly know 
he'd ' jst a leg. " 

"How long will a leg wear?" 

" It is n (juestion often asked me, and a 
very hard one to answer. 1 have a cua- 
tonior that has worn a leg for twenty-one 
years, and 1 know nieu wlio woukl not 
Wear a leg two years. It is ju^^t aa it ia 
>vith everylhing else. Some take caro of 
them and others stave them out very 
quiekly. The government, you know, 
allows soldiers a new log every live years. 
That looks as if they thought live years 
.was the average, but good le^^s will, in 
my opinion' average at least eight years. 
The price the government sets on 'cm is 
about tho lowest they can be made for, 
though some manufacturers ask twice as 
much aa that 

"How long docs it take to make a leg? 
Well, I'll tell you. In war times they 
said if a man made a leg in eight days 
they were satisfied. "

At tha limo the contract for the build- 
ing of Point Ellica bridge waa lot tho 
Times and Standard liowliid thomsolves 
hoarao against tho govornnient for not 
having given tho work to a firm of h)cal 
contraotorn. It was broadly oharRod that 
there had'I}ee7~i^llusion; that our local 
bridgo-buildera' had been tricked and 
cheated out of a job which they had an 
inaiionablo right to, whether thoy wore 
prepared to do it at tha same price or 
wanted a hundred per cent, more for 
doing it than others. The fact that l lioro 
had been a full, free and fair competition 
. for the^ nrprk, and that the Victoria cou- 
tractors'had the same privilege to tender 
AH other contractora had, wont for notliing 
with the organs, or thoir oditora and cor- 
respondents, wlioso minds iiavo beconio ao 
warped by political partisim p-ojudico 
that they are utterly inconipotont to ex- 
preaa an .honest opinion upon any question 
relating toivthe-administration of ttovorn- 
merit aflFaira. " ""We want a fair fiold and 
no favor," tho Times crioa. Wu aak, 
would tho lotting of a contract to a tiMi- 
deror whono hid waa 70 ur 100 per cunt, 
higher than another would bo carrying 
out the Tiniea' vaunted motto / liad the 
chief oommisaioner accepted tho lowest 
of the local oontraotora' bidn, ho would 
have had to give a round S7,C-00 more for 
the bridge tlian it has cost, and tho op- 
position press would have had luiritimate 
reason to charge that its motto "a fair 
field and no favor" had not been carried 
out. At a time when it well know that 
common prudence would cause a publica- 
tion, of^the^tendera. to be withhold the 
Tim'es called lustily for them to be pub- 
lished, in order, as it insinuated and 
hoped would bo the caae — that tho crook- 
edness which it had charged against tiie 
government might be exhibited to tlio 
public gaze. The bridge is now com- 
pleted. It is an ornamental structure, as 
well as one of utility. The material has 
been supplied by local 6rms. The busi- 
ness mon of tho place have had tho bene- 
fit of the work while it was being done, 
and the general public have and will 
have for long years to come the advant- 
age of a Bubatantial and ornamental and 
in every way creditable bridge on the 
principal thoroughfare lending out uf this 
city. It is in order now, therefore, to 
publish the tenders which were received 
for the construction of tho odilice. They 
will be found in another column of this 
issue, and we commend them to tho care- 
ful perusal of the Stundatd and Times 
editors and their correspondents. If thoy 
can find.anyibiDg In these eloquent fig- 
ures to "show that the government have 
done aught besides giving tho citizens of 
ViL-Lioria a thoruushly good bridge at the 
lowest price over paid for a work of tho 
same magnitude and iraportai0e in this 
province, wo will expect them to point 
it out in double-leaded lines in their next 
issues, Those of us who have beeu lung 
enough in the country to be conversant 
with the way public money used to bo 
wasted by tho incompetency or worse of 
the members of the late government have 
but to recall the Quesnelle river bridge 
scandal to make every supporter of the 
defunct party — except the two organs — 
uang his head for very shamo. Look at 
the 'two bridges; th.^t at tjuesnoUo cost 
the province over §50,000; that at Point 
EllicB, an incomparably better atrncturo 
in every respect, cost ^10,000. further 
comment ia. unnecessary. The organs 
haye had their opportunity during a brief 
period, since tho lotting of the contract to 
miBrepreaent in tho most barefaced and 
moat miserable manner the facts of the 
case, with a view of maligning and bring- 
ing into disrepute tho admiuiatration of 
the day. A. few plain facts and a few 
plaitr figuirea, however, have uow pricked 
their bubble and their unworthy insinua- 
tiona recoil upon themselves.

Her saying that she has learned with 
deep sorrow that the Nile expedition ar- 
rived too late, is understood us meaning 
that. it atarted' too late. Her promise not 
to relax the effort to place the government 
and good order of Europe upon a firm 
foundation is intercepted i:; ei.nnection 
with Sir Michael Hicka- IJeacli's recent | 
apeech as painting to au indeOnito occu- [ 
pation. Tho Queen's hopes of a aatiafuc- 
tory settlement of the Afghan frontier j 
with Bdsaia are not sanguine enougli to | 
exclude a reference to tho necessity for j 
placing tho Indian frontier in a condition j 
of adequate dofonao. Lord llandolph [ 
Churchill's answer to the quostiiui in tlie j 
house of commons on Thursday (ilainly 
shows that he expects no substantial pro- 
gre8B.:in'''the negotiations, pending the 
flleptiohB in England. The departure of 
Lessar froui London confirms this infer-

— At twenty minutes past four 
o'clock, tho Hyde park meeting had 
equalled in numbers the great assemblage 
wliich gathered at the same place some 
mouth.'j ago to iiiako a domonstration in 
favor of the onlargsd franchise bill. 
Thousands of women are in the crowd, 
and ten times as many are on tho way. 
One of the wagons in tho procession 
carried twonty-four little girls dressed in 
white, '.riioso girls held aloft a banner 
bearing tho iiiacription, "Shall tho inno- 
cent be Slain ?" Another cart carried a 
fac iiiiiili; of tJio tjupon's letter to Mrs. 
Gen. Booth, approving of tho Salvation 
Army's work in rescuing girls from 
vice. Tho east end contingent of 
tho procession started towards Hydo 
jjark promptly nt four o'clock. Thia 
body had three bands and carried sixty 
banners. All havo inscribed on them 
such mottoes as "Save our Daughters," 
etc. The cart which carried the enlarged 
copy of the Queen's letter was given the 
middle place in the line of the East-end 
conlirigont, Tliishodyhad intho linonoless 
lUan 2-l-hor.')0 w;igonfl, with the e.'kcepiion 
c, one bearing girls under 13 years of 
agi and drosaod in white. Tho wagons were 
ladiH with women dressed in the doepost 
mouining. The vehicles themselves were 
all ho vily draped with black. Following 
tho wn, ons were about 2000 men on foot. 
All traiv, ^ had to be suspended during tho 
progress < f the procession along its en- 
tiro route. 

The demo istration included teniporanco 
societies, Ooi d Tomplara, Band of Hope 
lodyes, Salva "on Armiea and various 
trade aocietiea, ladies' national aid socie- 
ties in wagons a' d Young Men's Ohriatian 
associattona fron nine aoctions of tho 
metropolis, beaidcf excursion partioa from 
the provinces, nuu bering many thou- 
sands.

The Br. liark Iladdiiigrtoashlre 
a Total Wreck. 

Only On« nan and Boy Saved 
Out of Twenty. 



(i;:xc1usive to The Colonist) 

San Fkanoi«li), Aug. 20. — It is re- 
ported that tho British ship Haddington- 
shire, from Astoria, Oregon, loaded with 
salmon and flour, went ashore thia morn- 
ing (jff Point Royea, four miles from hero, 
and eighteen Uvea luat. 

San Franoisoo, Aug. 21.— No further 
intelligence could be obtained to-day of 
tho wreck of tho British bark Hadding- 
tonshire off Point Reyes last night. The 
tug started thia morning for the scene of 
the disaster, and will bring back tho 
saved seaman and boy. Until they reach 
hero no accurate information about the 
disaster can bo obtained. Insurance was 
placed on the cargo os the Haddington- 
shire by local agencies of the various com- 
panies to the total amount of £29,150. 

Latkk. — Tho folio >viMg additional do- 
tails have been learned respe.-ting tho 
loss of th& vessel. She went ashore on 
the beach about two and a half milea 
north of Point Reyea' light. Tho sea 
waa breaking heavily, causing the veasol 
to ground with tremendous force. She 
was a total wreck almost from tho moment 
she struck, as in a few minutes later she 
parted amidship. The otUcora and crow 
took to tho water, and although the dis- 
tance to shore was not more than 250 
yards, only one man and the boy spoken 
of reached it alive. The captain and his 
remaining comrades nuist have heun 
dashed to piocea against tho aides of tlie 
vessel or drowned. The weather was so 
thick that it was impossible to discern 
anything a few yards otf, and as the cap- 
tain had lost his chronometer in the storm 
near the equator, he could not have had 
the least idea of hia aituation or of his 
close proximity to land. The saved aoa- 
man and boy succeeded in reaching a 
house near tho point whore they were 
thia morning, but ao utterly ahattorucl 
and prostrated aa to be unable to render 
any aooouut of the immediate cause of 
the disaster. Large quantities of canned 
salmon in cases are woing washed ashore. 
There are hopes that a good portion of 
thia part of the cargo can be saved. The 
owners of the vessel are Messrs. T. Low 
& Co., Glasgow, and not J. A. Shephsrd, 
as before announced. 



The SparrfuK Match. 

There was a largo attendance at Thea- 
tre Comique last evening to witness tho 
sparring exhibition. Tho First contest 
was between two colored lada — Wilson, of 
Victoria, and Pryco, of Stocktoti, six 
rounds, soft glove. Wilson was the tall- 
est and heaviest man and hia arms had 
a long and powerful sweep. Pryce being 
being the smallest and lightest was at con- 
siderable disadvantage. Ho was worated, 
but managed to worry through the ronnda 
and ended the tight at tho finish by 
knocking Wilson clean oil his pins. Alf. 
Stewart, a professional, and Jack Hayea, 
an amateur, next came to the front and 
fought four rounds. Both men exhibited 
a good deal of science, and pummeled 
each other without stint. Their move- 
ments showed that they wore familiar 
with the "art," and they seemed fairly 
matched, Hayes having the advantage of 
being heavier, although not quite ao ac- 
tive as hia opponent. The feature of the 
evening came next in a contest with 6- 
ouncQ gloves between Prof. Young Uut- 
chey and Tom Palmor. The latter, al- 
though brimful of science, had ovidontly 
dined well but not wisely. Moreover his 
physique was inferior to that of Diitchoy, 
and in the first round he received a large 
amount of punishment. In the second 
round he fell heavily against the ropes 
from the effects of a well directed blow. 
In tho fourth round Dutchoy knocknd 
him flat on the boards, one of hia elbowa 
being out in the fall and bled freely. In 
the fifth round he was again knocked 
down. A claim of "fotil" was made, but 
not allowed. Presently Palmer waa felled 
again and aa ho aid not rise within tile 
prescribed ten seconds tho referee gave 
the contest to Dutchey, just as Chief 
Bloomfield advanced and stopped the 
fight. Palmer administered some scienti- 
fic blows, but Dutchey'a atrength aud 
science were overpowering. Jack Kayea 
acted as Dufchey'a second, and Tom 
Munsoii was second for Palmer. Mr. Cyr

Hon. Mr, 
Smitho, chief commissioner of lands and 
works, and Hon. J. Rubaon, provincial 
secretary, Hon. S.Duck, finance minister, 
and W. S. Gore, surveyor-general, for- 
mally opened the bridge ou behalf of the 
government. All who have visited the 
structure apeak of the aubstantiality and 
durability of tho work, with the e,\cep- 
tion of our young evening contemp.jrary, 
who with "a casual gl.uice" of hia 
heaven-born mechanical eye liaa seon that 
tho bridge ia of wood and iron, and ia 
rather disappointed at not seeing an entire 
iron bridge. It ia too bad that tho Times' 
man was not consulted by the govern- 
ment — his mechanical gonius would have 
developed something wonderful in tho 
bridge line.

Froiu Alberai. 

The following ia Mr. William Halpeii- 
ny'a account of hia Ittat trip to the Alberni 
valley: 

We left Victoria for Alborai by the 
Hteamer Hope, direct to Oualicum, with 
five gentlemen in search of farming liuid, 
and out of the live there were four loca- 
cions made — two on the second range 
from Sproat'a lake, 0110 at tho lower oiid 
uf Sproat'a lake, and tho fourth at the 
head of Kasucksews creek, on a large 
beaver meadow, which is quite clear of 
timber, but will take about .?'200 to drain 
tho KiO acres. Only inon with money 
can take up beaver meadows and reclaim 
them as tiioy should be done in order to 
bring them into a prupor stato of cultiva- 
tion. Now that I am mentioning the 
Kaaukea meadows, it may be as well to 
state that there are aevoral other mead- 
ows in tho valley ;if the Alberni worth 
noticing by men with aullicieiil iniNiiis to 
put them in proper condition for cultiva- 
tion. These meadows should not be lo- 
cated by men without means, as it would 
be three years or longer before they could 
derive any direct benefit from their labor. 

I have much pleasure in being able to 
report that two new branch roads are 
about to be opened out, wliich will have 
a great tendency toward setiling the val- 
ley. One of these branches might prop- 
erly be called an extension of the trunk 
road which was built through tho valley 
last year up to Mr. R. McKoir/.ie's 
farm, from whence the now branch 
will bear off'to the north-northwc.-it. Tiiis 
will run it through the new settlement, 
known as tliu Puavor creek aettloment aud 
1 alajghtJard that they would shove tho 
roacTO mile or two beyond the last set- 
tlor's up the valley. Well, that is just 
the right thing to do. Then thore will he 
no trouble to plant (Uil 12 or 15 more sot- 
tiers up the IJeavt^^t aettleineiit. 

Thia new brancWIf road when cut out 
as far aa contemplated this aeason will 
reach some very rich low bottom land, 
not heavy to clear of timber, but will 
need some draining. There is (juite a 
good way to dram it, as there ia a big fall 
to the Stamp river. Alder, crabapple 
and aorao cedar are the chief timber on 
these bottom lands of tho Alberni valley. 

In conclusion I might moation that 
bush fires have about taken poaaeaaion of 
all the country from Nanaimo to Alberni. 
It is more lamentable when I have to 
state tliat the trail from Quaiicum to Al- 
berni ia fearfully burnt and blocked with 
fallen timber. I can aafely say there are 
about five milea that v/ill bo worse to clear 
out than the original clearing was twenty 
years ago by the late Mr. Duncan Cam- 
eron who, I believe euperintended that 
trail when first cut out by tho colonial 
government of those daya. '1 wo (irea have 
run over tho Quaiicum trail thia summer. 
After tho first fire Mr. Bray put 011 
Mr. A. Trantield to clear and trim up 
the trail, and with much credit 
to Mr. A. Tranfield who had just put the. 
trail in the beat of order. Then came the 
secT ; fire which is not yet through witli 
its destructive work. Tho burning trees 
seem to pile up more on tho trail than 
outside of it. On the whole traveling in 
the woods everywhere waa verging on 
danger, at every step trees falling on the 
right and left, front and rear. Million.s 
of feet of fir timber has been burned to 
ashes or killed, to dry up, to make food 
for another conflagration aumu other un 
usually dry season like this. The country 
is in one solid cloud of smoke, Tho bears 
and the wolvea come down from the moun- 
tain tops almost suffocated. Instinct 
teaches them bo quiet. The beautiful 
deer have also to keep near to the rip- 
pling streams of tho valley. They all de- 
[lend on tho near proximity of water for 
tho present fiery orc'eal they are passing 
through. They seem to have an uucoiis.i 
ous flag of truce hoisted in the valley as 
they all live in peace in tho tire and 
smoke whicn I do declai-e is lid j.ike. 
That is all at -^resent. W. M. H.

Niagara Oafion on AntonellB'a contract 
of the Island railway, below Goldstream, 
is some 230 feet in depth, and in order to 
raise it.i bed underneath the railway 
bridge some eighty feet, tliu scheme uf 
tunnelling the mountain of rock tifty feet 
and blowing it into the canon has been 
contracted for. The rook will bo tunnel- 
ed direct 50 feet and then branch off 50 
feet in opposite directions to tho wall of 
the canon. When this is acconiiiliahed 
about 2500 pounds of giant powder will be 
fired in one shot and tho whole face 0/ tho 
mountain precipitated into the canon. 
This done the cai'ion will bo further filled 
with earth so that tho bottom will he 
raised altogother eighty feet, and on this 
the bridge timbers re.it. 'J'his svill render 
tho bridge a much more 8iil)stantial one 
than if tho Gil was not made, and is but 
one of the many efforts of the contractor 
to make the road one of tho beat built on

Mr. W. A . .Bciillie-Grohman, being in- 
terviewed by a reporter of I'Jie Colonist, 
had the following to say about the Upper 
Kooteiiay valh'y, whore he has been trav- 
eling for the pist two months: 

TliD dry hiiell and tho dense smoke 
wnich ahrouc's Orcgiui, eastern Washing- 
ton and the entire Puget Sound country 
has not extended to ivooteiiiiy, where occa- 
sional copii.ua laina have produced fine 
crops and kept the lofty, snow-capped 
crags of the 111, un Rockies clear and well 
defined a;4:iiii.it llu? sureiie sky. 

Oomiiig diiect from the Old JVorld over 
the Nonherii Paeino road, across the arid 
plains of Montana, tliia attraictive moun- 
tain valley looked, I thought, moro at- 
tractive tl.an over; its forests and fine 
bunchyiaoo patitures of a fresh green, its 
..ikes and nv-.-ra f.'f crystal clearness, its 
mountains impressively grand, while the 
not inexlensive bottom land aoatterod 
ilong the Upper Kootenay river was 
h igh and dry, for the usual overflow of 
tho river was this year quite exception- 
ally .nsigniticaut, so that the bottoms 
showed none of tlie siyns four or five 
feet of water, heavily charged with 
mud and sand, leave behind in 
urdintiry years. The Upper Koo- 
tenay valley will have, in my opmion, an 
e.arlicr devulopiiient than the Lower Koo- 
tenay valley, iiutwiihafaiiding that the soil 
ill tlio latter, when once reclaimed, will 
pr.ive of a superior character, but it lacks 
the grazing facilities the upper valley pos- 
sesjos. Nowhere have I seen a finer and 
healthier growth of bunchgraas, while 
the sheltered positionrpf the valley, total 
absence of winds and fine winter climate 
make it a desirable ranch country. 
Were it not for tho roatrietioii tho land 
laws of the province place upon tho limit 
(GIO acres) mountain or grazing lands can 
be acquired, it would lie very Boon settled 
up by a good class of old country seUlors. 
While in view of tlie somewhat limited 
extent of aiiricultural land in tho inti?rior 
of the. province, it is an eminently wi.io 
policy to roatiict the acipiisition of farm- 
ing land to 320 acres, the very opposite 
ia to be aaid of the policy confronting the 
incoming atockraieer. It takes ten acres 
of the inoutitaiii or grizing land I am 
speaking of to keep one head of cattle, so 
that tho man who desires to own a run 
for hia cattle, which nowadays is the 
li'isust policy, ia limited to a bunch of G4 
head I Ho is willing to pay §1 an acre for 
such land, but the law will not allow him 
more than the absurdly small extent of 
010 acres. What is the coiisequoncc'! He 
either leaves for Montana or Idaho or tho 
Northwest, or he freo-pustures his cattle 
on crown land, the country deriving no 
benefit from his or his cittle'a presence in 
the province. 

Two years ago a man could buy in this 
province 100,000 acres of agricultural 
land at §1 an acre; to-day ho can only pur- 
chaao C-10 acrea of mountain land, ex- 
tremes between which a middle coutijo 
would be the wisest. 

As an instance of the effect of the pre- 
sent law regarding grazing bind, I may 
piention that of Onlonel Baker, who wont 
to Upper Kootenay last fall with a view of 
starting a cattle ranch on a fairly larg^Boalo. 
Though Very muck t^ken with tl\e eoqntry 



and its climate, this gentleman on learning 
tho entirely inadequate limit of grazing 
land he could purchase was on the point 
of leaving the valley and province to try 
Montana, when a suiliciontly attractive 
otler of the largest farm and range in tho 
valley led to hia purchasing tho property. 
It was the merest chance therefore that his 
money, oxpi'riencu ami e.xaniple was not 
lost to British Columbia, and only quite 
recently be informed me that of the many 
friends iu England enquiring about the 
land laws of B. C. with a view of coming 
out to engage in stockraiaing, alnioat all 
gave up the idea on hciiring tho limited 
extent to which the}' could purchase graz- 
ing land. 

The outcry against nionopolios is, in 
many instances, a reasonable one, but ao 
far as cattle ranching is concerned it is a 

mischievous one, aa i» amjil)' proved by 
tho experience of tho went em territories. 
Tho small man i.i iiuMri.ibly a free ranger 
and only men of capital care to invest 
money in land that ia uaeleas for other 
purposes than graining. It would be easy 
to prav.ent a speculative holding of large 
extents of grazing land by charging a wild 
land tax of 5 cents an acre until such time 
aa tho land is fairly stocked with cattle, 
say one head for every 10 or 15 acres. 
Tho early attention of the govoriinient to 
this matter would do much to develop tho 
Upper Ivuoteuay and Upper Columbia 
valleys. 

Tho completion of the 0. P. R. will, of 

course, work groat changes in these local- 
ities, and none will bo more beneficial and 
leading to an early Uevelopnieut of its 
mining reaourcea than the inoruused facili- 
ties of commuiiicatioi; diu valley will have 
no.xt year. To day every pound of pro- 
vision, etc., used in the Upper Kootenay 
valloy ia packed in from the States over 
200 miles of a vory bad inouiitain 
trail so that the 100 H.i, sack of Hour the 
trader buys in Idaho for SI- 75 or 552, is 
sold in Up|)or Kootena)- for §11 or $12, 
the high duties adding, in the case of 
of many articles, oven a larger margin, ao 
that the coinuuMie.it necc^aitiea of life 
atand in enormously Ingh. The exhorbitant 
freiijht charges will lu'xt Kpriiig, at one 
bound bo reduced ti. a third or iesa, when 
Btorii wheel a tea 111 era will navigate the Upper 
Columbia fromCioldet.Uity atation (eastern 
crossing) up to tlie head of iho river, for it 
is to bo hoped in the interest uf this not 
unimpottantsoction i.f the country that the 
government will take early ate|)s to remove 
the only obstacle now preventing steamora 
navigating this atrotcli of the Columbia, to 
bo found in the narrow exceedingly wind 
iiig, about three miles long, channel, con- 
necting the first with tho second Col- 
umbia lake where very sliallo»v gravel 
bars caused by spawning salmon, and an 
incredibly largo number of deeply im- 
bedded snags have to be removed before 
a steamer or oven a rowboat can aacond. 
Experts estimate the cost at from 85,000 
to $7,000, work, the settlors in thia dis- 
trict (and there are quite a number of 
new-comers), are looking forward to with 
no little impatience. Until it is dono no 
quartz mining can possibly bo undertaken, 
and the farmer has no market. One word 
about tho winter climate. Colonel Baker 
during the past winter did what no settler 
before had the good sense to ever under- 
take, t. e., to keep a systematic record of 
the temperature. I will quote the tem- 
peratures during February and March, 
1885, which show the favored climatic 
conditions of this valley and contrast 
strikingly with tho extroirio cold exper-

Tho Inst froat oc- 
curred on May 10th . On 13th February 
it was 88 ° in the aun, hottest day up to 
August 12th, 90 ° in tho shade.

A dispatch from Calcutta announces 
that tho ship [British Statesman has foun- 
dered at sea. The captain and twenty- 
two of the crew were lost. 

The British ship Haddingtonshire left 
Astoria on July 6th, and got down as far 
aa the equator when fdio atrnck a heavy 
gale which bo disabled her aa to oblige tho 
captain to put back to San Francisco for 
repairs In that gale ho lost four seamen 
and his chronometer. When off San 
Francisco on the night of the 21st ho on- 
countered a dense fog, and while groping 
about ran on the rocks near Port Reyes, 
at 3 o'clock in the morning. Tho vessel 
is a total wreck. All aboard, except one 
sailor and cabin boy, were drowned. The 
cargo consisted of 12,000 barrels of flour, 
valued at $50,000. and 17,700 cases of 
salmon valued at §64,000. The Hadding- 
tonshire was a ' new iron vdaael, 
launched at Glasgow in October, 1884, 
and owned by J. A. Shepherd of Glas- 
gow. The Oregonian says of this wreck; 
The Haddiugtonshire was loaded at Port- 
land by Sibson, Church & Co., with flour 
and salmon, and crossed out July 4. The 
vessel waa otficerod aa foUowa: Master, J. 
Frazer; first mate, Q. Ounningham; sec- 
ond mate,. Win. Curtis. Oapt. Frazer will 
be pleasantly remembered here as the 
diminutive skipper, a vary intelligent and 
entertaining man and a good seatnan. The 
Haddingtonshire waa owned by Thomas

'^^Tlio artolypo Is mndo in the foMowing 
maaner: A plato. prcferubly of glass, ia 
carefully coftted with ii solution of gela- 
tine coataiuing bicbromato of ]}Otaali. Ic 
14 then dried, and an ordiimiy plioto- 
graphic negative is placed in coniact witli 
It and exposed to the action of liglit, 
■which hardens all the parts coiifspoiul- 
ing. with the transparent parts of the no - 
atiye or the darlc parts of the picture. 
After'the proper exposure, the plate is 
■washed in cold water to remove all the 
sensitizing material, and it is then driocL 
The gelatine surface will be found to 
have changed, so that it -will act pro- 
cEsely"* like "a. lithographic stone; when 
mol8tODe!Jr[thd parts that -were protected 
from lijght by the opaque parts of the 
negative absorp water, •\vhile other parts 
remain dry. 

j: A. roUor'jcharged with fatty ink is rolled 
over the plato, the ink adhering to the 
dry parta^and boinj? rejected l)y the parts 
tHalihave absorbed , -water, . Paper is now 
placed' on the inked surface and subjected 
to pre&sure; when the design Will bo 
transferred to the piece of paper. I'heu 
the moistening, inking, and pressure are 
repeated untiT the reciuired number of 
conies lias been produced. 

l?ho photogravure process takes a plato, 
and covers it witli a solution of bicliro- 
mated gelatine contaiuiiig a lino powder 
to give it a grain. This is cx'posdd to light 
through a negative, just as is done in 
making artotypes. Then it is washed 
In hot ■water, which dissolves all 
the gelatine that was not atlected by 
the light, carrying with it the lino 
powder, and which' leaves llic gulatiiio 
with the grain in all the dark parts of 
the picture. The plate is now dried and 
placed in an electro-plating bath, or an im- 
pression in wax is made from the gela- 
tine plate and then placed in an electro- 
plating bath. Copper is deposited until 
sulllciontly thick, when the plate is re- 
moved and put into the hands of an uu- 
graver. who repairs all the iniijerfectious 
and makes any other desired chuuges with 
the burin. 

Impressions are taken from the plate 
in the same manner as any copjier or 
Bteel plate engraving is done. The cost of 
printmg photogravures is very nearly tlio 
same as that of printing artotypes, hut the 
photogravure plate costs much more liiau 
the artoiype plate, and unle.ss the edition 
required .is very large, the plate alono 
will COS t^nlore than the complete edition 
In artotyp&i 

Iu,3raun'8 reproductions paper is cov- 
ered witli gelatine containing India ink, 
lampblack, or any other desired pigment, 
until the whole surface is thickly coated, 
■when it is dried. In making- a picture, 
this prepared paper is immersed in a solu- 
tloniof bichromate of potash for a few 
minutes and then dried in the dark, after 
which it is o.vposed to light in contact 
with a negative. When siiilicicnt in- 
solation has taken place, the paper 
it moistened and pressed face down- 
ward upon a prepared ghuss plate. 
After a pressure of several minutes the 
glass and paper are put in hot water, dis- 
solving the gelatine, and loosening the 
paper, that the latter may be stripped olf, 
leaving the gelatine on the glass. The 
^gelatine continues to dissolve, until only 
80 much of it is left as has been sulli- 
ciently hardened by ligiit to resist the so- 
lution by the Jiot water, ■when washed 
away, until only enough is left to forjn 
the picture; the picture after drying is 
transferred to I'aper, then linally mounted 
on cardboard 

The Woodburytype is made by insolat- 
ing a sensitive goaliue lilui attached to 
glass, ■ ■washing the unchanged gelatine 
away, and leaving only the parts that 
form the picture. This, after being 
dried, is pressed mechanicalljf' Into a piato 
of soft metal, making an intaglio, into 
which is cast a mixture of hot gelatine 
and any coloring hiatter. Paper is pressed 
■with a flat pressure and allowed 
tl^ifp^l, . when the pigmenicd gela- 
ifiie* "will be tirmly attached to 
the paper, wbicli is dried, trimmed and 
mbuute'd. The Woodburytype is adapted 
only for pictures of comparatively sumll 
dliiiens'i&na Braun's pictures and the 
.Woodburytypes have to be mounted: this 
in' found to be of great disadvantage in 
iifling them for book illustrations, liotli 
are merely thin lilms of gelatine, and 
they canuut compare iu permanency with 
artotypes, photogravures, and hellograv- 
vires.
